1 TURNED and walked up to the 
young man. ‘I’m Mark Sullivan,” he 
said, though | had a bit of trouble 
understanding him at first. 


“Hi, Mark,” | said. “Do you know 
where Sister Kathryn is?’ | was 
_ asking for Sister Kathryn Jennings, 
director of special religious 
education for the San Diego 
diocese. 


“He pointed to a building used as_ 


a kitchen, dining hall and activities 
room, then put his arm around my 
shoulder and started leading me 
over there. 


“MARK 1S developmentally 
disabled, what most people would 
call mentally retarded. But | was to 
find that Mark and the 64 other 
Campers with mental or physical 
disabilities at. “Re-Creation ‘79,” 
sponsored by the San Diego 
diocesan Office of Religious 
Education, were not handicapped 
when it came to the most essential 
of human emotions—love. 


As we reached the building, 
Mark said, “There she is. C'mon.” 


"Let's wait until she’s finished, 
Mark,” | replied, since the diminu- 
tive sister was getting the camper's 
attention for a prayer before lunch. 


BUT MARK KNEW | wanted to 
see Sister Kathryn so onward he 
led, his arm still around my 
shoulders, to the middle of the 
building, with everyone looking on. 


“Sister Kathryn,” Mark called. 
“We have a guest,” announced 
Sister Kathryn. 


The applause and cheers of the 
campers made me a trifle embar- 
rassed. There was no one to hide 
behind. 


THEN EACH camp group, at 
Sister Kathryn's request, sang their 
group song to me. | felt welcomed. 


And Sister Kathryn said, “| havea 


present for you,” and gave me a 


“Re-Creation “79” T-shirt. | was 
Officially a camper—one of them. 


| was already. discovering what 
Sister Kathryn would tell me later, 
that there is no “us and them’— 
everybody shares and everybody 
gains and we—campers, counse- 
lors, staff and visitor—are all 


_ people here who can do things and 
help one another. 


_ THESE PEOPLE, who ranged in 


age from 7 to 38 years old, will love — 


you to life. 


Besides Mark, who could not be 
persuaded to join his camp group 
as we ate a het dog lunch side by 
side, there was JoLynn, who, while 
making a paper clown face, would 
smile for my camera but not look 
up so | could photograph her. 


Then there was Barb, who. 


introduced herself, then grabbed 
my hand and gave me a hug. 


AND UP AT the hillside pool, 
Patty was demonstrating how well 
she could swim, despite her small 
size. She shouted to Sister Kathryn, 
whose name was continually 
called by the campers, to come to 
pool side, and swam toward her. 


And while everyone was praising 
her swim, Patty splashed Sister 
Kathryn and a splashing match 
began. Sister Kathryn was not in 
swimming atire and lost the “fight.” 


“Yesterday | was pushed in, so 
clothes and all | swam around fora 
while and played with the camp- 
ers,’ Sister Kathryn related. 


WHILE WALKING back from the 
pool, Sister Kathryn pointed out 
Michael. “This morning, when he 
awakened, he exclaimed, ‘Oh boy, | 
woke up!’ Hownice it would be if we 
all enjoyed life that much to be so. 
happy inthe morning instead of...” 
as she pulled down on her face, 
creating droopy eyes. : 

That she loves these people is 
quite evident. “Camp is half over,” 
she lamented on Wednesday, June 
27."\ could stay here with them all 
Summer,” she said, with a glowing 
warmth exuding from her face. 


"Its fantastic,” she said, as she 
explained the great response from 
the community for the camp. It

Ecumenical group speaks 
against border violence 


SAN DIEGO—Suggesting 
service rather than enforce- 
ment, Maryknoll Father 
Tom Peyton, Peace and 
Justice director for the 
National Federation of 
Priests Councils based in 
Chicago, blasted the con- 
struction of a fence, or any 
other human or electronic 
barriers, between the Unit- 
ed States and Mexico. 


Calling the militarization 
of the border region the 
cause of the increasing 
incidents of violence, Fath- 
er Peyton suggested the 
United States find ways to 
service the aliens’ human 
needs rather than enforc- 
ing inhuman restrictions. 


FATHER PEYTON made 
his comments at a press 
conference held Tuesday at 
the Padre Hidalgo Center. 


His remarks were en- 
dorsed by Augustinian 
Father Francis Riley, di- 
rector of the Centro de 
Asuntos Migratorios. of San 
Diego, and the Rev. Richard

Chaldean-rite parish breaks ground 


EL CAJON—In a large 
dusty field under a bright 
late morning sun, ground 
was blessed and broken 
last Friday for the first par- 
ish complex of the only 
Chaldean-rite parish in the 
San Diego diocese.

FATHER Kattoula came 
to the San Diego diocese in 
January 1974 and started 
St. Peter parish with 72 
families. 


Before he came here, 
Father Kattoula was work- 
ing in a Connecticut parish 
which had 30 to 40 Assyro- 
Chaldean families, and was 
teaching French literature 
at a near-by college. 

After training for the 
priesthood in the Chaldean- 
rite under the French Domi- 
nican Fathers, he was 
ordained May 15, 1941, in 
lraq.

costs more than $100 for each camper for 
the seven-day camp and about half of the 
money was donated. 


SHE CREDITS the Knights of Columbus, 
Catholic Daughters of the Americas, 
Alhambrans, Italian Council Federation, 
parish youth groups, commercial 
businesses and many, many individuals 
with essential help for the camp. 

The theme of the camp was “Dandelion 
People.” | asked Sister Kathryn what that 
meant. 

“When you look at a dandelion you can 
see a flower or you can see a weed,” 
depending on a person’s perspective. 


“YOU CAN LOOK at a person who is 


. mentally retarded and see someone who 


is mentally retarded, or you can see himas 
a person with positive qualities and 
attributes.” 


Sister Kathryn appeared overwhelmed 
with the camp experience, though she 
directs one. each year. This year, besides 
the 65 campers, there were 37 counselors 
of high school and college-age and 12 
adult members of the program staff. For 
some, it is their first time to work with 
,people who have special needs. 


“By the second day of camp everyone is 
seeing people in the sense of who they are 
and what they can do,” Sister Kathryn 
related. 


“EVERYBODY HERE are people who can 
do things. We are all helping one another 
and sharing our gifts with each other,” she 
explained. 


“The campers enable us to love and 
enable us to give. Sometimes | don’t know 
who the camp is for. We (staff and 
counselors) grow and enjoy it as much as 
the campers.” 


That’s shown by the fact the staff and 
counselors keep asking to come back and 
serve at the camp. 


AND THAT includes the camp’s 
spiritual director, Passionist Father Arthur 
Carrillo, who is involved in a bilingual 
ministry to parishes in the San Antonio 
archdiocese. 


“Last year Sister Kathryn couldn't find a 
priest to come for two weeks (there were 
two camp sessions last year) so she asked 
me. 


“But | had second thoughts before 
camp. | thought | might be overstepping 
my competence.” 


HE SAID HE GOT his confidence back 
and off he went. “I had so much fun last 
year, that this year | didn’t have to be 
asked. And it has been the neatest 
experience.” 


As Sister Kathryn and Father Arthur put 
on a puppet show to teach a religion class 
to one of the camp groups, the campers 
responded enthusiastically, just as they 
and the other groups did in sessions 
devoted to dance, music, art storytime 
and organized games. 


Everyone seemed to have fun with each 
other, sharing and enjoying each other's 
company. | would have like to stay but it 
was time to go. 


AS I WAS driving away, | passed another 
camp group. They all waved and yelled 
goodbye. | know | didn’t meet all the 
members of that group—maybe only a 
few.

Authentic personal freedom is in short supply 


In the United States there are serious 
problems growing out of governmental 
intrusion into the religious affairs of 
churches. And in this country courts 
continue to base new rulings upon earlier 
decisions reached in the past by courts 
less subtly hostile toward the Catholic 
Church than any of today. 


But conversations, interviews and 
observations during an Asian visit remind 
us that hundreds of millions are worse off 
than most Americans. They are worse off 
in terms of poverty, political imprison- 
ment, denial of religious freedom and 
personal humiliation. 


Some of the most conspicuous 
examples of human rights violations are 
evident in China and Vietnam, where such 
conditions have existed for so long that 
they are, to our shame, almost taken for 
granted. 


-It is understandable that in this part of 
the world we are most conscious of human 
rights violations in the Soviet Union, in 
captive Lithuania, in other parts of Eastern 
Europe, in Northern. !reland, in Africa, in 
Latin America and in Iran. And that's nota 
complete list. 


In fact, authentic personal freedom is in 
short supply throughout much of the 
world. Hundreds of million of men, women 
and children have Heyer known such 
freedom. 


In the Philippines, for example, there. are 
many who recall the time before 1972, 
when martial law was imposed. Members 
of the Association of Major Religious 
Superiors of the Philippines remember, 
and that’s evident in Ichthys (the Fish), the 
mimeographed publication issued by

AMRSP. It exists, now at least, because itis 
an internal church publication. 


Signs of the Times, published by the 
superiors, was suppressed earlier, along 
with a four-page paper edited by Jesuit 
Father James Reuter, called the Com- 
municator. 


The general press operates under the 
influence of the government. 


An article by Father Reuter in the June 1 
issue of Ichthys recalls a political blot 
superimposed upon UNCTAD V (the fifth 
session of the United Nations Conference 
on Trade and Development) in Manila last 
month by the host government of 
President Ferdinand Marcos. 


While UNCTAD V was in session, Father 
Reuter relates, a military trial was going on 
at Camp Aguinaldo in Quezon City. 
Arraigned before the military tribunal were 
Pte two seminarians and two college 
girls 


They were accused of sedition, of taking 
part in a rally against martial law. The 
crime of which they were accused had 
taken place one year and eight months 
earlier. 

The nuns all pleaded not guilty. We do 
not know the outcome of the trial, which 
was continued. 


Wrote Father Reuter: “There are two 


ways in which the tyrant Kees people in 
subjection: 


“1. Buy them. 

“2. Frighten them. 

“That is why the unjust ruler needs 
money—to buy people. 

“And he needs money to frighten them. 
The United States gives millions to Marcos 


for ‘military aid.’ This is the money of the 
American people. 


“The money is used to buy guns, and to 


pay soldiers to stand on the streets, and to 


keep the people in fear.” 


It is not easy to stand up against the kind 
of government the United States supports 
in the Philippines. Few voices in opposition 
to the government are heard in the 
Philippines, even though they include the 
voice of Cardinal Jaime Sin, the 
archbishop of Manila. 


But the people of the Philippines 


continue to want freedom from poverty 
and oppression, along with improved 
education and housing, even if they have 
little opportunity to say so. They hope 
some Americans will listen to those who 
are able to say so.

In January 1978 the Gallup poll 
organization made public the results of its 
latest opinion survey among Catholics in 
the U.S.

It wasn't easy for Dr. Frankenstein to get 
rid of his monster and ‘it isn’t easy for the 
United States to get rid of Nicaragua’s 
President Anastasio Somoza. 


The murder of ABC correspondent Bill 
Stewart before an unblinking camera at 
the hands of a Nicaraguan National 
Guardsman may help, but it has little to do 
with the issues of the civil war.raging 
between Somoza and the Sandanista 
guerrillas. . 


YET SOMOZA is more directly responsi- 


ble for Stewart's death than the soldier 
who pulled the trigger. 


For it’s the official. Somozan govern- 
ment radio-and press that label all foreign 
newsmen corrupt members of a Com- 
munist conspiracy. Small wonder the 
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having lost faith in Santa Claus and the 
Tooth Fairy, battens instead on the salvific 
power of experts. 


ONLY BLIND FAITH in the omnicom- 
petence of experts could cause a 
presumably rational human being to 
advocate tests and licenses for parenting. 


Nevertheless an extravagant scheme of 
this kind does reflect the growing 
consciousness that something has gone 
seriously wrong in-family relations in this 
country and remedial action is badly 
needed.

MANY PEOPLE readily tssk-tssk such 
statistics and deplore the implications for 
children—while at the same time 
endorsing other practices which, in their 
own way, are equally as harmful to the well 
being of the young. : 


One thinks of day care. In some circles 
day care has become a shibboleth of the 


_ feminist movement—a key to liberating 


women from the home-bound tasks of 
motherhood. é : 


It would be foolish to think of turning 
back the clock and unfair to”*make the 
effort. Women who wish to work outside 
the home have a right to seek personal 
satisfaction in this way if they so choose. 

BUT LET US NOT engage in the 
deception that all working mothers want to 
work or that day care for children is, in 
many cases, anything but a sorry 
substitute for mothering. ae 

Selma Fraiberg is a psychoanalyst who 
has written an important book on this 
subject called “Every Child's Birthright.” 
In a recent popular article she had this to

“The issue is not whether mothers . 
should work; it is the alternatives they 
have in child care when they do work. 
When women “are able to choose for 
themselves and their children they usually 
choose wisely. : 

“BUT THE VAST majority of mothers in 
the labor market have no choice: They are 
not Career women, they are not affluent, 
and as a result, their children receive 
indifferent or bad substitute mother care.” 


Fraiberg argues that, in the case of 
mothers who work not for ‘liberation’ but 
because of financial necessity, it would 
cost society less to provide the economic 
aid they need to stay home and care for 
their offsprings than it now costs to 
subsidize inadequate day care. é 

But society goes on pursuing policies 
which encourage—even force—such 
women to work while turning its back on a 
better and cheaper solution.

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The initial Polish imprint-on Alta 
California can be traced to May 1, 1805, 
when Captain William Shaler’s 175-ton 
“Lelia Byrd” put into a bay on Santa 
Catalina Island for repairs. 


Because the bay which served the weary 
seamen as a hospitable haven had not yet 
been designated with a name, Shaler, the 
proto. navigator to visit and survey the 
area, “took the liberty of naming it after my 
much respected friend, M. de Rouissil- 
lon.”

John, the Count of Rouissillon (1772- 
1803), was a Polish nobleman of con- 
siderable prominence in his native land. 

Rouissillon had fought for the liberty of 
his country as an aide-de-camp to 
Tadeusz Kosciuszko when the famed 
Polish general led a force of 4,000 
peasants, armed only with crude scythes 


and other farming implements, against . 


the Russians at Raclawice. 


SUBSEQUENTLY exiled in Hamburg to - 


avoid reprisals from his nation’s enemies, 
Rouissillon met William Shaler and 
Richard Cleveland when the two New 
England merchant-adventurers arrived to 
purchase a vessel on which to visit the 
western shores of America.

Does.a priest have to say mass every day? 


No. When the older moral theologians 
discussed this question, complete with © 
copious footnotes, the final decision was 
that a priest must do so at least once or 
twice a year, primarily to avoid shocking 
the faithful by seeming indifferent or lax. 
He was, of course, bound to offer mass (or 
at least attend mass) on Sundays and 


holydays and whenever the need was 


present for the people to fulfill their grave 
obligation. 

In an overview of history, it was the 
Council of Trent that really tended to 
identify daily mass with priestly 
spirituality.so that today we almost 
naturally think of the priest offering mass 
each day. But today | know of priests who 
prefer not to offer mass if there is no one 
else present; and some priests forego the 
daily ‘celebration once in a while precisely 
because it has become routine for them or 
because they have to celebrate so many 
masses that they’re just plain tired out. 
(For example, Saturday morning and 


July 8, Fourteenth Sunday in Ordinary 
Time (Ezekiel 2:2-5; 2 Corinthians 12:7- 
10; Mark 6:1-6). 

Out of sight, out of mind. Absence 
makes the heart grow fonder. Contra- 
dictory? They certainly are. As a matter of 
fact, there are a number of contradictory 
proverbs in our cultural heritage. And a 
‘case could most likely be made for the 
truth of all of them. 


Proverbs are not the product of rational: 
speculation; they flow from human 
experience. In the case of the proverbs 
given above it is clear that human 
experience is not always the same. 


MOST OF OUR readers, in fact, could 
probably think of instances in their own 
life experience when each of the proverbs 
mentioned has been verified. 


‘We have aproverbin our gospel reading, - 
one that is familiar to us. Jesus tells the 
people of his home town, “No. prophet is 
without honor except in his native place, 
among his own kindred, and in his own 
house.” Prophets are not popular figures-

Cleveland, Rouissillon and their eight 
crewman sailed into the harbor of {1

The “Lelia Byrd” encountered further 
difficulties at San Blas, Mexico, where 
Officials raised new objections to their 
docking. 


After personally appealing to the local 
governor and then to the viceroy himself, 
Rouissillon finally secured permission to 
dispose of their wares and reprovision the 
ship. Then it was on to Alta California. 


THOUGH HE remained behind in 


Mexico to acquaint himself with the seat of - 


an ancient and vibrant culture, Rouissillon 
fully intended to rejoin his friends in the 
United States, where he hoped to live out 
his years in an atmosphere of liberty. 


Those expectations were unfortunately 
thwarted by his premature death in 1803.

Still, Ezekiel must go and: he must 
proclaim God’s word.. The Lord leaves 
open the possibility that they might just 
obey, but just. The important thing is that 
they will have had the opportunity. They 
can't complain when judgment comes, 
‘because “they shall know that a prophet : 
has been among them.” 


Jesus, on his part, attributes this 
attitude toward the prophet to a lack of 
faith. There is not the openess to God that 


' faith most radically is, an openess that can 


accept the strong word along with the 
approving word. 


THERE ARE SOME who can do that, but 
not enough to justify an opposing proverb. 
At least, | haven’t-heard of it. 


We must ask ourselves whether Jesus’ 
proverb: applies to us. Can we really listen 
to the off-beat voice? Are we able to reflect 
willingly when someone suggests that the 


present order needs revamping? What - 


would Jesus have to say in our com- 
munity? ‘ 2

As a result of these, | said, neighborhood 
sports tend to: become more pressure- 
ridden and the coach who wants his team 
to play just for the fun of it usually has

dollars for traditional sports for a select 
group of children, we should make the 
dollars available to recreation programs in 
which all. children can participate. 


“l -dream of the day when people are 
willing to. change the games children play 
in ways that allow children of all abilities to 
play within one game structure. When this 
concept is realized, then we will have truly 


- returned the games to the children.” 


On money 


To those of us reared in an age where 
children and even families of all ages 
played ball and other games together, we 
sense what Morris means. When a mixed 
group of varying talented people got 
together at a picnic or reunion, rules were 
quickly devised to-make room for all. 


MAYBE. THE YOUNGER kids got four 
strikes. Older adults were entitled to young 
runners. Everyone who wanted to got to 
pitch, not just the one with the Elbow. 
Baseball, softball, volleyball—they were 
played for enjoyment, not to win. 


Yet we find tremendous pressure to win 
in today’s sandlot ball. Has there ever 
been a parent who hasn't cringed to hear a 
fellow parent castigate a ten-year-old for 
dropping a ball? Or using obscene 
language on a volunteer umpire? 


How can today’s parents help return the 
games to the children where they belong? 
By scrutinizing our own attitudes and 
behaviors. It’s easy to abhor Woody Hayes’ 


lifestyles 
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behavior but it’s out there at the neighbor- 
hood. park every season. Are we part of it? 
Let's find out. 


DO | SIGN children up for organized 
sports because they want to or because | 
want them to? Are my aspirations their 
responsibility? Are they playing to fulfill 
my unmet needs or their own? 


Would | rather all the children on the 
team get to play or play those most likely to 


' win? What kind of pressure messages do 


my children get from me? Have | ever 
shouted at a child—mine or another's— 
rather than for better play? 


Am | convinced that my children needa 
uniform, a schedule, and a semi- 
professional coach to enjoy organized 
sports? 


AND WHAT ABOUT my children? Are 
they playing for enjoyment or for parent 
spectatorship? If we aren’t there to watch, 
do.they still enjoy playing?

Do they take the responsibility for 
remembering practices or turn:it over to 
us? Do they feel guilty for usurping the 
family calendar during the season? For 
preventing other family activities? Or do 
they presume that their organized sport is 
family-centered and take precedence?

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Archbishop Quinn criticizes 
abortion consultation ruling 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
The president of the na- 
tional. Conference of Cath- 
olic Bishops has sharply 
criticized the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s decision July 2 that 
parents do not have to be 
consulted before an abor- 
tion is performed on an 
unmarried minor. 


“Parental rights and 
family relationships have 
become victims of the 
Supreme Court’s obsession 
with abortion,” said Arch- 
bishop John. R. Quinn of 


San Francisco about the 


Supreme Court’s July 2 
ruling that pregnant teen- 
agers must be given the 
right to bypass their par- 
ents and go to a judge if 
they want permission to 
obtain an abortion. 


ARCHBISHOP Quinn, ina 
statement released in Wa- 
shington, said the court's 


decision “goes a long way’ 


toward tearing apart the 
fabric of the family.” 


The ‘Supreme Court, in 


striking down the Mas- | 
sachusetts law requiring 


unmarried minor females 
to obtain the consent of 
their parents or a judge 
before undergoing an abor- 
tion, said that “every minor 
must have the opportuni- 
ty—if she so desires—to go 
directly to a court without 


first consulting or notifying : 


her parents.” 


The court said the Mas-. 


sachusetts law was uncon-

stitutional because it re- 
quired parental consulta- 
tion or notification in all 
cases where abortion was 
being considered. 


THE COURT'S decision 
expanded upon a 1976 rul- 
ing striking down a Missouri 
law which required par- 
ental consent for abortion. 
The Massachusetts law dif- 
fered in that it allowed 


“minors to go to a court for 


permission to obtain an 
abortion if the parents 
refused to grant such per- 
mission. 


But the court ruled that 
did ‘not go far enough. in 
ensuring unmarried minors 
the right to obtain an abor- 
tion. ' 


“If she (the unmarried — 


minor) satisfies the court 
that she is mature and well- 


“informed enough to make 


intelligently the abortion 
decision on her own, the 
court ‘must authorize her to 
act without parental con- 
sultation or consent,” the 
court ruled. 


THE VOTE was.8-1, with 
only Justice Byron R. White 
dissenting. 


There had been hope that 
the court, while earlier 
striking down the Missouri 
law, might uphold the Mas- 
sachusetts law because it 
did not grant parents an 
absolute veto over abor- 
tions. 


The U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence was among those who 
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filed ‘“friend-of-the-court” 
briefs in the case asking 
that the Massachusetts law 
be upheld. 


“While it is true that this 
court has held that a parent 
does not have the right to 
control the abortion deci- 


sion of an unmarried minor, - 
it did not hold that a parent . 


has no right to participate 
in such a decision,” the 
USCC’s brief, filed last 
January, said. 


EVEN IF a pregnant teen- — 
ager is unable to satisfy a © 


court that she is competent 
to make the abortion deci- 
sion alone, the Supreme 
Court said she “must be 
permitted to show that an 
abortion nevertheless 
would be in her best in- 
terest.” 


The court then must 


_authorize the abortion if it is 


persuaded that the abor- 
tion is‘in the minor’s own 
best interest, but it may 
also decline to authorize 
one if it is not. 


“We are concerned here 
with a constitutional right 


to seek an abortion,” the - 


court said. 

IT SAID that while defer- 
ence to parents may be 
permissible with respect to 


- other choices facing a 


minor,’ no third party 
should be given “an abso- 
jute, and possibly arbitrary, 
veto over the decision of the 
physician and his patient to 
terminate the patient’s 
pregnancy.”

‘Being kept alive by machines 


CHICAGO—“Being kept 
alive by machinery is not a 


prolongation of life, but a 


prolongation of death,” said 
Thomas A. Shannon in the 
June issue of U.S. Catholic 
magazine. 


“Many people fear that 
their final.months or days 
will be spent in a comatose 
state being kept alive by 
machinery,” said Shannon. 

“PEOPLE should be able 
to issue in advance, in- 
structions for the kinds of 


' treatment they would or 


would not want if they 
became comatose or other- 
wise incapable of issuing 
such instructions at the 
time.” 


These difeciions are. 


known as the living will. 
Shannon said it is modeled 
on the traditional last will 
and testament which. in- 
dicates how one’s estate is 
to be settled. 

“With the living will the 
estate is one’s person and 
the directions for settle- 
ment are the treatment pre- 


ferences,” Shannon said.

The end of one’s 
physical life is not the end 
of one’s life.

SHANNON said the living 
will “both affirms human 
responsibility and protects 
the sanctity of life.” 


He said living wills ought 


to be legally binding. 


- “When living wills were 


‘first distributed by the 


Euthanasia Education 
Council, they carried the 
statement that such a will 
was not legally binding,” 
Shannon said. 


“THAT SITUATION is 
now changing. Two years 
ago the California legisla- 
ture recognized the binding 
nature of an individual’s 
treatment preferences.” 


But legislation concern- 
ing the living will should be 
_ general, according to Shan- 
non. “That is,” he said, “it 
should be directed toward 
the concept of the living 
will, leaving the details to 


the individual.”

LIVING LIKE.A KING, A Plea and a Plan for 
a Simple Life, by Bishop Edward W. 
O'Rourke. Templegate Publishers, 90 pp. 
paperback, $3.95. - 


This .book, written by the bishop of 
Peoria, Ill., can hardly be called 


‘impressive by modern publishing 


standards, It is small, has a plain- looking 
blue and white cover and mixes in a 
handful of simple illustrations with the 
text. 


In this case, the reader can tell a book by 
its cover. Bishop O’Rourke’s message is 
straightforward: A person can find real 
happiness by pursuing a simple life-style. 


“| WOULD propose a simpler way of life 


by using natural resources more. 


responsibly; ending the pollution of our 
environment; respecting the rights of our 
fellow men to life’s essentials,” writes the 
bishop. 


PICKING THE WINNERS—

philosophy. 


The bishop praises the simple, 
charitable life. styles of such persons as 
St. Francis of Assisi, Mother Teresa and 
James and Mary Frances Peeples, a Peoria 
couple who have sacrificed a great deal for 
the sake of their 12 adopted children.

His love of circuses led 


When a small traveling circus would 
come ‘to his hometown of Sussex, 
England, young Davey Hennessy 
would rise early, rush to the open field 
and volunteer to help the roustabouts 
raise the canvas “big top.” 


Now 66 and a priest for 39 years, 
Assumptionist Father David Hennes- 
sy is doing much the same thing— 
only now the ‘circus is the world- 


renowned Ringling Bros. and Barnum . 


& Bailey Circus, which will be in San 
Diego next week. 


FATHER HENNESSY is still getting 
up early. and helping out—nowadays 


as chaplain to the circus performers. 


“Pye -beén interested in circuses 
since’ 1 :was a small boy,” Father 
Hennessy Said. “I know a lot about 
them from the times when they 
travelled ftom town to town. I’ve kept 
that love: through my young life and 
priestly life.” 

His priestly career has been rather 
exotic compared to most pastors. He 
began studying for the priesthood in 
France, and in 1940 escaped the Nazi 
occupation to return to England 


_ where he was ordained. 


FATHER HENNESSY'S first ministry 
was as a seaman’s priest, which led 
him to develop an interest in 
languages, since many of those he 
served did not speak English. 


He came to the United States in 
1957. His first-assignment was at a 
French-speaking parish in Massa- 
chusetts. That was-followed by 10 
years in a Spanish-speaking parish in 
New York City. 


During his time in the New York 
parish he also added Italian to ‘his 
repertoire of languages. 


HiS NEXT assignment was to New. - 


York’s Guardian Angel of the Sea, a 
waterfront church which serves the 
needs of seamen. 
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to an unusual ministry 


“Then, one time | paid my last 


respects toa clown,” Father Hennessy 
recalled. “I realized there was no one 
taking care of the spiritual needs of 
his family.” 


Father Hennessy decided to fill that 
void and his efforts soon became 
recognized by the Vatican office 
charged with serving the needs of 
migrant people. 

THAT OFFICE contacted Bishop 
Rene Gracida of Pensacola-Tallahas- 
see, Fla., who directs the Migration 
and Tourism office of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


“Bishop Gracida suggested | travel 
with the circus,” Father Hennessy 
said, “because circus people practice 
their religion under very difficult 
circumstances. And they are very 


spiritual people who put some of us to 


shame.” 


Father Hennessy celebrates ‘a 
weekly afternoon mass which has 
become a circus tradition. 


“BECAUSE the performers have no 
roots, traveling with the circus for 11 
months a year, they look for someone 
to hold onto and confide in, peuoumel 
Hennessy said. 


Father Hennessy is constantly 
searching for other priests who: will 
become interested in his work. 

“We need priests to instruct the 
children especially,” he said. “l want 


to open the eyes of priests to these - 


needs. Priests are sometimes very 
happy to sit in their parishes and have 
the problems come to-them-The 
circus is different.” 


AND.CIRCUS people are different, 


- according to Father Hennessy. 


“These people give their best trying 
to take away the worries and cares of 
the audience,’ he said. “There is 
nothing more wholesome than the 
circus. Nothing equals it.”
